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the Christian right—or perhaps | should 
say, the misbehaviour of same—as they 
plumb new depths in their struggle to 
cloak their determination to preach 
hatred with a smokescreen of concern 
for protecting the institution of 
marriage. 


And | find myself wanting to say to my 
friends in the Christian community—and 
yes, there are still more than a few: 
“Sooner or later, you guys are going to 
have to take a stand on bigotry”. 


Of course, it’s not that | think my 
Christian friends are into the kind of 
bigotry that is being preached by these 
zealots, any more than my friend thought 
| was ‘into’ young boys when he made his 
comment. 


But | know instinctively, in the same 
way that my friend did, that when part of 
a community behaves with an appalling 
and apparent disregard for the rights of 
others and the law of the land, it can’t 
help but reflect on the whole community. 


It’s not fair and it’s not right but, 
frankly, as we in the gay community know 
all too well, fairness and rightness aren’t 
terribly powerful weapons in the ongoing 
fight against injustice. 

And in the same way that the gay 
community has had to fight over the past 
decades to divorce itself from the stigma 
of pedophilia, so too, | suspect, is the 
broad Christian community going to have 
to fight to divorce itself from the stigma 
of bigotry in the years ahead. 


Once same-sex marriage has become 
the law of the land across the land, and 
the world continues to revolve on its 
axis, a lot of people, both gay and 
straight, are certain to remember the 
often vicious rhetoric that opponents of 
same-sex marriage have used. 


And when they remember it, they will 
remember it as the Christian point of 
view, simply because that is how it has 
been presented and few have bothered 
to deny it. 


In the same way that we had to learn 
to stand up and say to certain activists in 
the gay community: “You do not speak 
for me”, Christians are going to have to 
learn to stand up and say the same to the 
zealots who want to keep certain 
segments of our society as their personal 
whipping boys. 

Fortunately for most of them, 
however, they live in a broader world 
that is often far more forgiving than the 
Christian community in which they dwell. 
Thanks to the intolerance of the radical 
few within that community, those who 
live outside the Christian community 
have a lot more experience at turning the 
other cheek than do most Christians. W

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Gay links

London is a sports town, still coming off the high of Junior Hockey’s Memorial Cup and 
gearing up for the 2005 World Transplant Games. Sports are not the ‘hetero-only’ world 
that it used to be, as more and more sports figures continue to come out. London's gay 
community is somewhere in between. 


This is the drive behind the creation of “London Gay Golf League”, which for lack of a 
better name, I’m calling “OUT on the Greens”, says John Reinhardt, Webmaster and 
Director of the London and Area Gay Directory (LGD). Although not a golfer himself, 
Mr. Reinhardt was quick to volunteer as the league’s “official ball washer and stroke- 
enhancement coach.” 


The group was initiated when members of the community began e-mailing Reinhardt 
to inquire if such a group existed. “| started [LGD] in April of 2004 when the Homophile 
Association of London Ontario [HALO] decided to discontinue their website,” he says. 
“| keep adding more areas to my site, but have focused on providing basic helpful infor- 
mation for members of the gay community.” 


The LGD website provides listings of gay-owned and/or friendly businesses, gay groups 
for entire communities, including ones at UWO and Fanshawe, listings of events, geared 
specifically to the gay, free classified ads, Help Line information, and copies of newsletters 
from the various gay groups. His site has become a beacon within the community for 
individuals looking to connect socially with other gays and lesbians. 


There were three information sessions to determine the feasibility of a golf group 
aimed at the community. “I think one of the objectives was to provide and protect the 
opportunity for individuals, who support the bonds of gay fellowship, to play golf and 
socialize in an atmosphere of friendly competition, free of discrimination on the basis of 
age, race, creed, sex, ability, and sexual orientation, Reinhardt says. 


“| have joked that, when | went to see The Foursome at the Grand Theatre, | had 
expected it to be set in a bathhouse. But it was about four guys out on a golf course,” 
Reinhardt laughs. “The script for that play, if truly indicative of what really takes place, is

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why there needed to be a group for gays.” 


“The group does not have membership fees. It began with just over thirty players who 
originally signed up in March, but many more have since joined the group,” he continues. 
“The Llyndinshire Golf and Country Club has been the main course of choice, but Twin 
Streams Golf Course is a close runner-up. Because of the cost, several meet for more 
frequent OUTings at the various City of London courses.” 


Gale Rule, owner of Absolute Mail Solutions, has also formed a group. Hers is for 
women who are at the early stages of golf play and its creation was motivated in part by 
the development of the league. This social group was developed for “any women who 
didn’t have clubs or are just starting out,’ Rule says. “A lot of women didn’t want [to join 
the league] because they feel others are professional.” 


“We've been out a couple of times. It’s a kind of learning thing,’Rule says of her group. 
The focus is to “practice on the driving range, learn the clubs and learn golf etiquette.” 


There has been a gay golf league in various forms for many years,” says Sylvie Lebrun. 
“We started with the Gays and Lesbians of Old South (GLOS) by golfing at different golf 
courses, to spending a few years at Twin Streams and going back to different golf courses.” 


While the current incarnation “has remained ‘closeted’—not openly booking the tee 
times for OUT on the Greens’”—Reinhardt says their numbers are growing. 


So, if you're in the area and looking for someone to play a round of golf with, check out 
the league or one of the many gay sports groups in London (see below). W

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Beaconia: wild ‘n’ free

Summertime and the living ought to be easy. Spring has been damp enough in Manitoba 
for the populace to wonder why evolution didn’t perhaps equip them with webbed feet. 
Hopefully the longed-for, hazy, lazy days of summer will quickly erase soggy, bad-tempered 
memories. Escaping from the city on those hot, blue-sky days of July and August is a 
beacon of hope through the long days of winter. And, for the GLBT community, one 
summer magnet is Beaconia Beach, about seventy kilometres north of Winnipeg along 

Highway 59. Beaconia is set on Lake 
| Winnipeg next to Patricia Beach, a 


It is really a sandy island joined to 
the mainland by a causeway, which is 
the road into the beach from Highway 
59. Behind the beach is a large, 
| marshy lagoon noted for its abundant 
birdlife. Pelicans, seagulls, blue herons, 
the rare piping plover and geese of all 
kinds gather on the mud flats in this 
, ornithological paradise. 


But it is something of a paradise for 


lake Winnipeg's Beacons Reach, 
There is ample beach space and 


pictured here sans “wildlife” 


humans, too. 
Beaconia is rarely if ever crowded. It is also totally 
non-commercial, offering no concession stands, no washrooms and not even any garbage 
containers, though most beach users are careful to take their garbage home or bury it. 


Beaconia attracts both straights and gays as well as families with children. It also 
attracts nudists. There is an unwritten rule that the first 800 metres of beach area is 
designated “non-nudist’, and that families and children are the main users. However, after 
the first 800 metres the beach widens out and the nudist area begins. And if you keep on 
walking you are likely to run into a mainly gay, largely nudist stretch, which narrows to a 
strip of sand that can be less than thirty metres wide, depending on winds and lake levels. 


In the past, nudists usually had to stay out of site behind the many bushes. If they saw 
park officials they would quickly dress, then undress again, once they had gone away. But 
today there is an attitude of live and let live and officials generally don’t interfere, provided 
there is no lewd behaviour in public view. There are plenty of hidden, bushy areas for 
those inclined to sexy trysts. 


A few years ago, trouble flared up when a redneck band of homophobic and anti-nudity 
people from Beaconia village tried to pass a bylaw banning all nudity. That failed, so they 
tried to get a lease on the beach so they could control it, but the courts threw that out 
as well. The village people have some say over the first 800 metres of beach but none 
beyond it. For now, controversy has died down and people generally respect the limits 
of their own ‘section’ of the beach, thus allowing peaceful coexistence. 


Winnipegger Brent McVean loves to escape from the city for a few hours in summer 
and says Beaconia is ideal. When the local villagers were creating a fuss and trying to ban 
nudity, McVean actually sent a written intervention. He grew up in Nova Scotia, has 
travelled widely and wanted to know why such a commotion was being raised about nude 
beaches, which are very common in Europe and other parts of North America. 


“| love to swim in the lake in the nude and it’s a peaceful, beautiful place to get away 
to,” he says. “It’s rarely crowded and you meet people from all over. I’ve met men from 
across Canada, as well as from Germany, Italy and the United Kingdom at Beaconia. Once 
| took a friend from Seattle there—a professional photographer. He loved it and posed 
some tasteful pictures of me in the nude. I’m happy to say they were the only pictures 
from here that sold when he got home!” 


McVean says it’s a great place for gays, lesbians and straight people, nude or otherwise. 


“They all have a niche on the beach and the nice thing is that people respect Nature 
and take their garbage away,’ he says. “I once got up really early one fine summer day and 
drove up there. | was the only person there that early and just sat listening to the birds 
and enjoying the beauty of the day.’ 


Winnipeg gay marriage commissioner Don Bowler, who is also a chef, loves to escape 
from hot kitchens and spend the day having a beer; a picnic and a nude sunbathe at the 
beach. He often drives up with friends and can be there in an hour. “You can just kick 
your clothes off, relax and be yourself,’ he says. “We have a few drinks, a wiener roast 
and a swim. You also get to see some very good-looking young men there. | once ran 
into two stunning guys who had come all the way from Paris, France.” 
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Richard Frans is another gay man who 
adores Beaconia. He lives in Portage la 
Prairie but previously operated a tanning 
salon in Winnipeg. He used to enjoy taking 
his dog Sheba for walks on the beach. She 
was very popular and had unbounded 
energy:““One day she was in the bushes not 
too far from where | was talking to this 
nude gentleman,” recalls Frans. “Suddenly 
Sheba came flying out of the bushes 
without warning and knocked the guy flat 
on his ass. | was shocked at first but saw 
how’ funny it looked with this guy being 
totally naked and sprawled out in the sand. 
| burst out laughing and couldn’t stop.” 


Beaconia is a great place to meet up 
with gay friends as well as to make new 
ones. Some actually bring tents and camp 
overnight but rowdiness is rare and beach 
lovers want to keep it that way. Beaconia 
is an oasis of peace for the harried and 
hassled. 


Some may recall the movie Sleepless In 
Seattle. One beach wag was once heard 
urging that a movie be made at this 
pristine, unspoiled bit of paradise. The title, 
he suggested dryly, might be Bareassed In 
Beaconia. Sound good to you? Visitors are 
always welcome... W

Grilled Asparagus Spears with Savoury Strawberry Sauce

Ingredients

| pound fresh asparagus 
Ever since the first caveman 


clubbed a critter and cooked it over 
an open flame, the act of barbequing 
food has been associated with 
manliness. With the recent passage 
of Father’s Day and the “ideal” gifts 
that go with it, we were all once 
again reminded that even the most 
chauvanistic of pigs will happily strap 
himself into an apron and coo over 
sizzling steaks without so much as a 
second thought about how it comes 
across on the manliness meter. In 
short, barbeque is the brute of the | 
culinary world; more butch than a { 
lesbian in a leather bar. Despite the , 
“haute” efforts of such talented 
gents as chef Bobby Flay, the whole 
thing still has the aroma of rough 
trade about it—not necessarily a bad 
thing, but certainly not meant for ‘polite’ company. Below are a few tasty ideas to 
help you master (or even mistress) the grill without looking like you skipped a few 


| cup fresh, hulled strawberries (or /2 cup frozen) 
“2 cup fresh cilantro 
2 tablespoons Cointreau 


In a blender or food processor, combine the straw- 
berries, Cointreau and cilantro and pulse until all ingredients are well incorporated. Pour into 
a serving pitcher or measuring cup and set aside in the fridge. VVash asparagus spears 
thoroughly and snap off at the edible “sweet spot” in preparation for cooking. Toss in either 
olive or avocado oil (the latter has a higher “smoke point”) and grill over medium heat until 
tender and slightly “blistered”. Remove to a platter and drizzle with strawberry sauce. Serve 
immediately. The sweet and savoury sauce is an excellent counterpoint to the smoky flavour 
of the asparagus, and also complements other grilled vegetables quite nicely.

For the first time since the free trade debate of 1988, the House of Commons has 
extended their session into the summer months, this time to deal with the issue of 
same-sex marriage. In a surprising move, the bill was declared to be of national 
interest in order to have the importance necessary to extend the sitting. Once the 
bill passes the third reading (expected in the last week of June) it will move on to 
the Senate, which has also agreed to extend their sitting into the summer in order 
to ensure that C-38 is passed. Once the Senate passes the bill, it is a relatively 
simple matter to arrange for the Governor General to give it royal ascent, thereby 
making it law. 


“We've worked very hard to convince the majority of MPs to extend the session,” 
says Alex Munter, National Co-ordinator for Canadians for Equal Marriage. “I’m glad 
that they did. | think it reflects the broad-based consensus on the issue—that it’s 
time to let Parliament decide after two-and-a-half years of debate.” 


That it’s time to bring the bill to a vote was reflected in an Environics poll in April 
of this year, where seventy-six percent of Canadians responded that they want 
Parliament to vote on the bill. The question was not how Parliament should vote, 
simply that they should actually vote on the issue. 


But in the lead-up to the decision to extend the sitting of the House, there were 
several attempts to delay the passage of the bill until the fall sitting of Parliament— 
a move that frustrates Munter. 


“There’s not a single, solitary undecided member of Parliament,’ he says. “It 
makes no sense to continue to prolong the debate.” 


The expected obstacle to the bill’s reading, being the budget amendment that 
could have toppled the government, was passed on the same day as the motion to 
extend the sitting was passed in an obscure procedural move. This clears the way 
for debate on the civil marriage bill, despite Conservative party attempts at obstruc- 
tion and filibustering. 


At press time, the bill was expected to pass the third reading by a healthy margin. 
The second reading was passed on May 4 with a vote of 164-137. 


Meanwhile, on the same day as the session extension was passed, New Brunswick 
became the eighth province to grant same-sex marriages. The court challenge was 
launched in the province after the couples decided that the Federal government's bill 
was taking too long to pass. W

Aside from hitting the right emotional mark with incredible accuracy, one of the 
other great things about this book is Wintle’s portrayal of his beloved New York, a 
setting that has long since passed the mark for inspiring the most clichés in written 
works. Despite his obvious fondness for the city, Wintle avoids cataloguing its charms 
with unrealistic breathiness, the purple-hued awe that many seem to employ when 
describing “the greatest city in the world”. True, NYC is a fabulous place, but it is 
also a dirty and treacherous one, as Wintle enthusiastically stresses in order to strike 
a balance with the hype that seems inherent to descriptions of the city. In some ways 
the author manages to put the whole place into perspective, carefully weighing the 
good and the bad on a mental scale until the balance is just right. This is also how 
he manages to convey the trials and tribs of raising a fourteen-year-old girl in such a 
genuinely moving and amusing way.

What do you do if you are the director for a gay cruise for men and your headliner 
cancels just days before departure? Sounds like a scenario from an old Hollywood movie 
script, doesn’t it? Well, if you're Gregg Kaminsky you call on your friend Rosie O’Donnell 
to suggest a replacement. 


Explains Kaminsky, “I 
knew Rosie because my 
partner, Dan, was friends 
with Rosie’s partner, 
Kelli—Dan worked for 
Disney and Kelli for 
Nickelodeon. Rosie still 
had her talk show and | 
called to see if she could 
suggest someone to 
come down to Miami and 
perform. Surprisingly, she 
suggested herself. The 
boys loved her and Rosie 
loved the concept of the 
gay cruise. She could not believe how much fun and 
freedom there was on board.” 


O'Donnell asked whether there was a cruise 
available for gays and lesbians and their children. When told that there wasn’t, she 
proposed that Gregg and Kelli start one. Thus, rFamily Vacations, popularly known as the 
Rosie O’Donnell cruises, was born. 


| spoke with Gregg Kaminsky recently and | asked him whether he had ever felt 
daunted by the undertaking. 


“It’s a very risky business. | knew the cruise would be amazing but | was always worried 
if we could sell a ship as big as the Dawn. Rosie told us ‘Go big’... so we did. The first 
cruise had about 1,600 people and this year we'll sail with more than 2,000. | feel confi- 
dent that by next summer we'll have a waiting list.” 


The success of the cruise has led to co-founders Gregg Kaminsky and Kelli O’Donnell 
being named to Out Magazine’s top 100 of 2004. The same magazine honoured Rosie 
O'Donnell as activist of the decade. 


This first of its kind family-oriented vacation package “designed especially for the gay 
and lesbian community” had its inaugural trip in 2004 travelling from New York to the 
Bahamas. And this year The Norwegian Dawn is setting sail for Nova Scotia! 


While many Americans—and a few Canadians—might be hard-pressed to locate Nova 
Scotia on a map, let alone have any desire to visit, rFamily Vacations deliberately chose 
Halifax because of the city’s queer-friendly reputation. “We knew gay marriage was legal 
in Nova Scotia and that was one of the reasons we selected that destination,” states 
Kaminsky. He and O’Donnell (Kelli) deliberately decided this year to celebrate same-sex 
marriage by having as ports of call places where it was legal. The other stops, stateside, 
are Boston, Provincetown and Martha’s Vineyard, although one cannot help noting that 
the legal status of queer marriage in Massachusetts is a matter of ongoing debate. 


Entertainment on board the luxury cruise ship, aside from the dynamic Rosie 
O'Donnell, her partner Kelli and family, will include Cyndi Lauper, comedian Judy Gold, 
Sharon Gless, (Queer as Folk) and football player Esera Tuaolo. 

Of course, Gregg Kaminsky and his husband, Dan will also be front-and-centre.

The success of rFamily Vacations is especially significant in light of present-day American 
politics. And it certainly serves to highlight the differences in terms of gay rights and social 
climate between Canada and the United States, a country where our own Stephen 
Harper might—oh, sweet irony!—be considered a liberal. The Rosie O’Donnell cruise 
may well be considered a kind of rainbow flagship for the American queer community. 
The Norwegian Dawn's bold presence, like the irrepressible personality of Rosie herself, 
does much to fight against the current restrictive atmosphere in The Land of the Free. 


As for the future plans of rFamily Vacations, Kaminsky says, “Next summer, we'll be 
sailing to Alaska, departing from Seattle. We're also looking at a trip to the Galapagos 
Islands as well as a land-based program in the midwest.” 


While Rosie’s new best friend, Barbra Streisand, may not yet figure on the list of 
upcoming performers, with the feisty O’Donnell at the helm, anything is possible. 


Members of the Nova Scotia GLBT community will probably choose to regard the 
cruise ship’s arrival as an unofficial kick off to Halifax Pride Celebrations, which run July 
17-24. Y

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The Amazing couple

In The Amazing Race 7, gay couple Lynn Warren and Alex Ali, television producers in 
West Hollywood, captured the hearts of television viewers, even if they didn’t capture the 
million dollar prize at the end. Recently, the pair came up to Ottawa to tie the knot in a 
highly publicized ceremony which brought media from across North America to witness 
the event. They’ve rapidly become the gay darlings of the press, and the wedding proved 
the extent to which that was true. 


But what about the price of fame? It’s no secret that anyone ‘out’ in the American 
media is immediately elevated to “role model” status and expected to support causes, all 
the while having their personal lives placed under a microscope to determine how 
suitable they are for the title bestowed. Has this couple felt the pressure so far? 


“We do experience some pressure 
to be role models,’ Warren says. 
“Frankly, | think Alex and | are a great 
representation of a gay couple. Rosie 
O’Donnell thinks we're a great 
couple—that must mean something! 
The fact is that Alex and | just love 
| each other, and it’s a very simple thing. 
Certainly gay couples should aspire to 
be as happy as Alex and | are.” 


“And at the same time, Lynn and | 
get such support from people because 
we're unapologetic for who we are, 
and we live our lives out loud,” Ali 
adds. “We weren't looking to be role models. We 
weren't looking to make a political statement; | think 
that’s the best kind of role model you can look up to.”

“And also the best kind of political statement,’ Warren offers. “Without shoving it 
down someone's throat—no pun intended!” 


But what about the pressure of living up to the gay beauty myth? In a world where we 
are surrounded by images of bronzed and gym-toned bodies, Warren and Ali represent a 
more average look than one might expect in such “public” people. 


“What's a gym?” Warren asks coyly. “The first thing our agent told us was—passive- 
aggressively—‘Wow, television adds ten-fifteen pounds. You might want to lose some 
weight. Living in West Hollywood, | thought | would just automatically get a great body— 
| thought it came with my apartment. | was so disappointed when | realized afterwards 
that | wasn’t in perfect shape. But we’re married—we don’t care. We try to eat healthy, 
we try to live healthy. Certainly as we do more television, you'll probably see us getting 
more fit and more toned, just because I’m sick of looking at myself, and thinking that | 
look all swollen.” 


“There is that pressure from the media, but there’s also that pressure from yourself,” 
Ali adds. “You see yourself on TV and it does add ten extra pounds, so you do want to 
look your best. | have definitely felt that pressure.” He goes on to joke about the myriad 
of diets he and Warren tried and broke in preparation for the wedding. “Lynn and | are 
starting to feel that pressure, and fortunately, we’ve been ignoring it.” 


The wedding itself was something that gave the couple a taste of the difference 
between Canada and the States. With a number of companies throwing sponsorship at 
the event, the two were able to look at the thought behind it. “It represents support, and 
it represents that people are celebrating our love, not just tolerating it. And there is such 
a difference,’ Warren says. “When we stepped off the plane, it was one of the first times 
that I'd heard a genuine ‘congratulations’.” 


The wedding itself took on a variety of non-traditional aspects, from the chocolate and 
pink colours, to the fact that there wasn’t an aisle to walk down. Instead of the Wedding 
March, Ottawa’s Donnie Deacon (profiled in the May 2005 edition of Outlooks) played a 
non-traditional violin arrangement. The ceremony opened with doves being released, and 
was sealed with vows that did away with the obligations and “I promise” words that have 
long dominated. Finally, the pair was declared “married”, not “groom and groom.” Non- 
traditional maybe, but glamorous it was, indeed. 


“| think that all queer guys have an element of glam and over the top in them,’ Warren 
jokes. “And sing out, Louise—get your glamour!” 


“We've all been to boring weddings,” Ali says. “I think it’s time to change that. | mean 
my family is a dry family kind of wedding. No alcohol—you’ve got your orange juice and 
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your water.” 
“And your flask in the car,’ Warren cuts in. 


“I’ve always told myself growing up that, god, | can’t get married, but if | ever did, it 
would not be like this!” 


One of the other traditions that was broken was that neither of the couple’s parents 
attended the ceremony—Warren’s could not attend as his father was battling cancer, but 
Ali’s father, who is Muslim, refused to attend, a move that divided the family. Ali, though 
upset by the move, says that he respects his father for standing up for what he believes 
in. 


The couple sees themselves as lucky, given that the majority of reality show contest- 
ants lives aren’t changed by the experience once they return home. But for a pair of 
producers in the business, that exposure can go a long way. 


“We have so many offers,” Ali says. 


“The Travel Channel called us, they want us to host a gay travel show for them,” Warren 
reveals. 


“We pitched a show to Evolution Studios, who did Boy Meets Boy, and they're interested 
in buying it.” 
“And we're going to be starring in it, of course.” 


“As hosts, though, not as our own reality show,’ Ali adds. “Although we have had offers 
from production companies who have approached us to do our own reality show.” 


“In fact, this wedding was shot as a pilot for an upcoming reality show.” 


“On top of that, we're doing a show for LOGO network, the new gay channel in the 
States,” Ali says. “Which is fantastic. Lynn and | want to jump in, and we also want to do 
non-gay things, which is what our show that we pitched is about.” 


“What they’re interested in buying,’ Warren says and adds the word “secular” in air 
quotes. 


“We have a lot of things in the works,’ Ali continues. “And we're very flattered that 
people want to see more of us. We love it.” 


“So keep an eye out, because we're definitely not going away,’ Warren concludes. W

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Statues and soirées

The massive heat wave that has enveloped Toronto as | write this (weeks ahead of the 
official calendar start to summer) has given way to tank tops, barely-there shorts and 
early suntans. And hotties. If you haven’t been to the village in a while, there’s a rather 
imposing dude standing on perma-cruise at the corner of Church and Alexander 
streets—a stud, despite being over two hundred years old. Of course, I’m talking about 
gay pioneer Alexander Wood, commemorated 
forever in an absolutely beautifully eight-foot 
bronze statue by the Canadian sculptor Del 
Newbigging. It took two years and $200,000 to 
make and was well worth it. Wood, in case you 
haven't heard, owned the land that is now Toronto’s 
gay village (talk about a big gay coincidence) and got 
into a spot of trouble in the form of two years in 
exile for lying to a number of men in order to get 
them to show their cocks.

Sometimes,..you happen upon an adult movie with a slight twist—and Squirt is 
definitely one of those films. It’s all about size—but not in the usual way: this time it 
revolves around height, not length or girth. Director Jett Blakk brings together some 
of the shortest and tallest hot gay studs for interesting antics in the office and around 
the workplace. 

The tone is set by 5’ 6” Corbin Michaels asking co-worker, 6’ 0” Sean Steele, if he 
is getting the promotion he deserves for his hard work. He is really angry when he 
finds out it’s all about his height and not his work ethic and knowledge. Corbin storms 
out, leaving Sean alone with the office cleaners, 5’ 8" Mario Cruz, and 5’ 7” Alex Bana, 
who decide to take him on and prove that height is not that important. These hot- 
blooded Latinos dominate in this three-way lesson about height and its relevance— 
notwithstanding the unusual use of phonebooks! 

Meanwhile, a very angry Corbin confronts 6’ 4” Jack Sanders about the promotion 
and Jack is quite surprised when he finds a very aggressive Corbin dominating the 
action, Soon, the taller and more mature Jack is taking a pounding from the younger, 
shorter boy with a huge toy. It’s a lesson that Jack won't easily forget while sitting in 
his office chair! 


Still not totally “satisfied”, everyone is pressuring 6’ |” Dillon (AKA “The Boss”) to 
give the job to Corbin, and 5’ 8” Johnny law tries hard convince Dillon that his friend

| doubt it'd make the cut for HGTV’s “reno night” lineup, but if you like your hardcore 
porn-hard right to its core, then Drilled is likely a movie for you. The first installment in 
Raging Stallion’s Toolbox Trilogy, this flick is not for the faint of heart. Featuring the kind 
of guys who fist first (among other things) and ask questions later, Drilled is definitely not 
geared towards the vanilla set (although | hate to even mention the word ‘chocolate’ given 


the nature of their onscreen antics!). 


The action gets going with Shane Rollins introducing a greased ‘n’ gloved hand into pal 
Wilhelm Dragon's nether regions, much to both of their evident delight, judging from 
Dragon's moaning and grunts of encouragement. Soon we see dragon inserting a gleaming 
steel speculum in preparation for quick anal “visit” from topman Rollins, an activity that 
seems rather pointless from the top’s perspective (the phrase “throwing a wiener down 
an alleyway” comes to mind), but an interesting twist, nonetheless. Visually, this is a pretty 
great scene, with Wilhelm Dragon perched halfway up a wall and then on his back on a 


“table with the skill of a tree frog, sporting a red jockstrap and armbands that match the 


rest of the industrial set perfectly. 


Next up is a bit of giant dildo action courtesy of accommodating bottom Simon Cox 
and a very helpful Brendan Austen, who seems only too happy to assist Cox with this 
distraction. Again, the scene is quite stunning, especially with the contrast between a 
flesh-coloured dildo and the eager bottom’s ebony ass. This is followed by a butt plug on 
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is the man to promote. In the process, Johnny works hard with a foot-long ruler to 
prove his point, and eventually the boss gives Corbin the job, but only under consid- 
erable duress. 


In his new capacity, Corbin is soon put to the test with potential new clients Jason 
Crew (6’ |") and Dick James (6’ 3”). Eager to impress, Corbin assures Jason and James 
that he can handle both them and their business. They are dubious at first but quickly 
see why his talents deserve their attention. When these three hot young guys get 
down to business, Corbin dominates and prove that size really matters—so much so 
that even massive Jason Crew is impressed. Corbin pounds away to strike a deal and 
land the business, proving once and for all that the little guy can make it big, in and out 
of the corporate world. Think you want to “size these guys up” for yourself? Then 
check out Squirt, a film that levels the field for all horny players.

the end of a power drill and a bit of hands on (hands in, actually) action, courtesy of 
Austen. 


The third “installment” (literally!) starts with a bit of solo action with eager dildo 
jockey Sean Steel, whose toys of choice grow progressively larger, eventually including his 
own fist. This scene is followed by muscular topman Eric Evans “lending a hand” to help 
pleasure his mate, Jerek, who occupies a steel cage throughout most of their scene 
together. (This bottom proves to be quite an acrobat, spending most of the session in the 
most improbable—yet accommodating—positions.) 


In the end, so to speak, Drilled takes a cue from Broadway and winds the whole thing 
up with a noisy, four-way grand finale featuring Messrs. Evans, Dragon, Steel and Zeusboy 
"99 Robert Black. Even if you’re not a fan of hardcore fisting action, you’ve gotta hand it 
(couldn't resist) to director Chris Ward: Drilled is Crisco-slick, stylish and very skillfully 
shot. The performers chosen—whether solo or in pairs—all possess a distinct onscreen 
charisma, making the end result (sorry!) stand out in what can often be a crowd of indul- 
gent, low-buck garbage. Relatively speaking, Drilled is a winner from start to finish.
